Big fish, publicity ,in Chicago news- 
papers, and advertising at the Chicago 
Daily News Travel Show last week 
combined to bring a record crowd of 
rcsorters and fishermen to the Antioch 
chain of lakes over the week-end. Re- 
sorts were full and fishing boats were 
a sell-out at nearby lakes. The crowd 
throughout the region is reported to 
be the largest in the history of local 
resorts for May 1. 

Big Fish Lures Anglers 

Many of the anglers visiting here 
Sunday were inspired to try their luck 
in the local lakes after taking one 
longing look at the photograph of a 
fine 17 inch specimen of a crappie dis- 
played at the Chain o'Lakcs booth at 
the travel show. There ..he was, the 
daddy of all crappics, weighing 3 lbs. 
and 1 oz., also the photograph of his 
proud captor, W. R. Valters, of 5629 
N. Harlem avenue, Chicago. Valters 
hooked the big fish at Indian Point 
the previous Sunday, but "crappie" 
missed the travel show because he was 
in the hands of a taxidermist. But his 
picture seemed trill enough.

Leading the move to publicize the 
lakes region at the show was the Anti- 
och Lions club, which is" also co-oper- 
ating in the newspaper advertising 
program. Local Lion club members 
and interested citizens were in charge 
of the booth for. the four days of the 
show. 

Dr. D. N. Decring and Bill Brook 
assembled the exhibits and dressed the 
booth Wednesday, and at the opening 
Thursday President Ed Vos oi\.-ithc 
Lions club and Brook were in charge 
Lew Van Patten and Dr. Decring 
talked it up for the home community 
on Friday and L. O. Bright and M. S. 
Roberts were. 'in charge Saturday. 
Postmaster James Horan and Dr.

Need for Advertising 

Local booth attendants handed out 
15,000 folders of the region and talked 
to hundreds of visitors at the show. 
Rather close tabulation revealed that 
only one out of four Chicago people 
had any definite knowledge of the 
lakes around Antioch, and that even a 
fewer number had ever visited this 
community. This refutes the idea held 
by many local people that, "all Chi- 
cago knows about the lake region." 
There arc over six million people in 
the metropolitan area — certainly a rich 
field for advertising our vacation fa- 
cilities.

Two men were rescued from almost 
certain death in Grass Lake late 
Thursday when their boat swamped in 
the .waves in mid-lake off Haling's 
landing. The men were Jake Dykstra 
and his brother-in-law, both of Chi- 
cago, and the rescuers were Charles 
Haling and Pete Waldweiler. 

The men who had come out from 
Chicago, started across the lake in a 
boat that was heavily loaded with ma- 
terials to be used in making repairs 
at the Dykstra cottage on the west 
side. Waves were running so high that 
watchers on the shore feared for the 
safety of the men in the boat and some 
one brought out a field glass to watch 
the progress of the overloaded boat. 
The expected happened, and soon both 
men were observed to be floundering 
about -in the water, their boat swamp- 
ed and the men having difficulty in 
keeping their footing in the four-foot 
water. 

Haling and Waldweiler at once 
rushed to the rescue and found the 
men nearly exhausted when they 
reached the sunken boat. The men 
were taken to Haling's Resort where 
they were given dry clothes. After a 
night's rest there they seemed none 
the worse for their almost fatal ad- 
venture. 

The experience recalled the nearly 
fatal adventure of Haling and Wild- 
weiler 12 years ago when the pair were 
marooned for a whole night in ice cold 
water with only the remains of a shoot- 
ing blind to cling to. More dead than 
alive, the men were rescued at dawn 
by searchers who had almost lost hope 
of ever seeing them alive again.

It is understood that five districts 
have been set up for the county, but 
that the hearings in the various town- 
ships arc to be held before the board 
brings its outline for the .plan before 
the county board. 

Revive Zoning Plan 

The Lake county zoning proposal 
has had a somewhat hectic existence. 
A temporary ordinance was. drawn up 
last August and a zoning board was 
named to draft a permanent code, but 
the whole matter was shelved at the 
October meeting of the supervisors. 
The move was later revived at the in- 
sistence of various municipalities and 
associations, and the county board ap- 
proved the proposal with a limited ap- 
propriation. 

The proposed zoning plan aims to 
restrict the use of. unimproved laud 
areas bordering highways in the coun- 
ty outside incorporated municipalities 
to prevent the spread of undesirable 
commercial enterprises, unsightly rub- 
bish heaps, and' as a safety factor 
would prevent the placing of signs or 
buildings that would, obstruct the view 
of motorists.

Farm Union Revolt 
Against Control of 
Acreage Spreading 

A spreading revolt of Illinois farm- 
ers against A. A.. A. acreage allotments 
was claimed by Fred Winterroth, sec- 
retary of Farmers' Union of Illinois. 

A poll taken among approximately 
five hundred Kankakee county union 
members, Winterroth said, revealed an 
almost unanimous decision to ignore 
allotment notices. Not a single farmer 
voted to comply with the A. A. A. 
plan, he declared. 

Winterroth announced similar polls 
will be taken in Ford, Hancock, Lee 
and Stephenson counties to determine 
farmers' sentiment in those areas. 

Dirt farmers from .ten western Illi- 
nois counties staged a"" protest meeting 
lafcainst the federal crop control bill at 
' Macomb last Monday and adopted a 
j resolution condemning corn allotments 
as "absolutely ruinous" to the farmer.

The enactment of an amendment to 
the vehicle licensing ordinance cutting 
the fee from $3.00 to $2.50 for pleas- 
ure automobiles and effecting a simi- 
lar reduction for trucks, was one of 
the first acts of the village board Tues- 
day night at the first meeting of the 
fiscal year beginning May 1. The cut- 
ting of the license fees was purely an 
economy measure, board members ex- 
plained, and according to Village 
Clerk R. L. Murrie, the measure will 
save approximately $200 for truck and 
auto owners in Antioch. 

The new license rate schedule calls 
for a fee of $2.50 for pleasure cars up 
to seven-passenger size, and the same 
amount for trucks weighing up to 8,000 
pounds. Trucks of larger size must 
pay $4.00 yearly. Vehicles operated by 
dealers under a dealer's license are 
chargeable to such dealer, and he shall 
pay $2.50 for the first dealer's license 
and the sum of one dollar for each ad- 
ditional dealer's license issued by the 
State of Illinois. 

All vehicle licenses expire on the 
30th day of April following the date 
of issuance, and when issued for a 
period of less than one year, the fee 
is to be pro-rated for the unexpired 
period of the year, but in no case is 
the amount to be less than one-fourth 
of the annual fee, according to the or- 
dinance. 

Due to the reduction in the fees, 
there will be no further cut for early 
buyers of the tags this year, as there 
was last year when the board sold the 
stickers, regularly selling at $3.00, for 
$2.00 to those who paid during the 
month of May. 

The village license fee is due now, 
board members say, and all auto own- 
ers arc urged to make their purchase 
of the 1938 tags immediately, so as to 
relieve village ofiicials of a long drawn 
out period of collection.

Although the board had proposed to 
act on the precinct problem on their 
own volition at the June meeting, the 
group of "interested citizens" who filed 
the petition for the writ against the 
board some months ago, now have the 
satisfaction of knowing that the court 
order makes the re-apportionment 
mandatory. The petitioners were rep- 
resented by Attorney E. R. Parnass, 
while State's Attorney Charles E. 
Mason, representing the supervisors, 
said there were no objections to the 
order. 

Affects 23 Precincts 
Some 23 precincts which had more 
than 800 voters at the last general 
election in November, 1936, will cither 
be split up or rc-adjustcd so that none 
of them will have more than 670 vot- 
ers. The court order does not specify 
details as to the revision, which will 
be left to the supervisors. It is indi- 
cated that when the re-apportionment 
is-cflccted there will be from 90 to 100 
voting precincts instead'of the exist- 
ing 78.

New York.— Human beings can be 
improved by the right kind, of cross 
breeding and inbreeding just as are 
corn, milch cows and swine, if the 
inbred race of half-breeds that re- 
sulted from the mutiny on the Boun- 
ty can be taken as indicative. 

A man of a new type sprang from 
the nine English mutineers and the 
twelve Tahitian women who fled to 
Pitcairn island in the South seas 150 
years ago. This new man is physi- 
cally superior to both lines of his 
ancestry in all but his teeth, ac- 
cording, to Natural History, the* 
magazine of the American Museum 
of Natural History. 

The mixing of races on Pitcairn 
island and' neighboring Norfolk is- 
land, to which the Pitcairn folk 
spread, has proceeded for five gen- 
erations under conditions which an- 
thropologists consider ideal for sci- 
entific experiment. Pitcairn has a 
population of 203 and Norfolk a larg- 
er number. 

The race mixing conditions were 
perfect, says Dr. Harry L. Shapiro, 
associate curator of physical an- 
thropology, because there was no 
social stigma and no economic' 
handicap such as is ordinarily im- 
posed by neighboring so-called pure 
races. For many years the PUV 
cairn islanders were isolated from 
civilization. 

The first result, Dr. Shapiro finds, 
was an almost explosive flowering 
of civilization. The hybrid mixture 
j almost immediately was bigger and 
taller. Its stature was on the av- 
erage three inches above the white 
men and two and a half inches over 
the Tahitian. 

Fertility reached the human peak. 
Thus the first generation of chil- 
dren produced an average of 7.4 
young by mating. The next genera- 
tion pushed up to 9.1 offspring for 
each mating. 

Gradually the flowering fell off. 
Today the children per family are 
down to three. Stature has dropped, 
too. But not back to the level of 
the original ancestry. 

They are, says Dr. Shapiro, physi- 
cally sound in all respects except 
one. The white man bequeathed his 
teeth to them. The perfect teeth 
which the Tahitian mothers had 
were lost. The Pitcairners have 
worse teeth, Dr. Shapiro says, 
than the average civilized man.

Washington. D. C— As airlines 
weave an air web over the Pacific, 
isolated . islands become important 
land falls. Although the Samoan is- 
lands, on the United States-New- 
Zealand route, long have been im- 
portant among the Pacific posses- 
sions of the United States, King- 
man reef; like Wake island on the 
San Francisco-China route, was un- 
inhabited and of little use before 
it was chosen as a stop for the re- 
cent test flights of the ill-fated "Sa- 
moa Clipper." 

"The new route," say? the Nation- 
al Geographic society, "brings the 
Antipodes two weeks closer to the 
United States. The schedule calls 
for a three-day jump from Honolulu 
to Auckland; 

"Kingman reef, 1,067 miles south- 
west of Honolulu, is the first stop, 
on the 4,400 mile outward flight 
from Hawaii. There, a four-mast- 
ed schooner, Trade Wind, serves as 
a floating airport. The vessel is 
equipped with a radio station,, 
weather bureau, and refueling facil- 
ities. Limited land on the tiny reef 
leads to the possibility of mooring 
a floating hotel in its coral lagoon. 
Some high ground, however, prom- 
ises eventual improvements such as 
a station and storehouses.

Pago Pago (pronounced Pango Pan- 
go) is on rugged Tutuila, one of 
sbc volcanic islands which make up 
American Samoa, lying east of Brit- 
ish Samoa's chain of eight. An im- 
mense volcanic crater forms the 
harbor of Pago Pago. Important 
chiefly as a naval base, American 
Samoa is administered by the Na- 
vy department; the, commandant of 
Pago Pago's naval station functions 
as governor. Samoan treaty of 1878 
granted to the United States the 
right to establish at Pago Pago a 
coaling and supply station for her 
naval and commercial vessels.

New Brick-Maker Turns 

Soil Into Adobe Homes 

Fresno, Calif.— Sun-dried adobe 
brick, moulded slowly and painstak- 
ingly by hand to build the old Cali- 
fornia missions, is expected again 
to become an important building 
material as the result of the perfec- 
tion of a new type of brick-making 
machine. 

Evidence of the durability of 
adobe are the historic Carmel and 
Santa Barbara missions, the first 
United States custom house in Cali- 
fornia at Monterey, and the battle- 
scarred Alamo in Texas! 

The apparatus is moved to the 
prospective homesite, dirt excavat- 
ed for the foundation is shoveled 
into it, and out come the bricks 
which, with drying, are ready for 
use, according to J. J. Becker, in- 
ventor of the machine. . 

Becker pointed out the bricks may 
be made almost instantaneously 
from almost any kind of soil. He 
has constructed 28 homes in the 
San Joaquin valley since he com- 
pleted the machine.

Minneapolis.— Evidence of the ex- 
istence in Minnesota of dinosaurs 
during the Mesozoic era have been 
found here by Mrs. C. R. StaufTer, 
wife of a professor of geology at the 
University of Minnesota.

"It is natural in such a climate 
where wants are few that Samoans 
do not like to work. Their food is 
easily produced: breadfruit re- 
quires no cultivation; bananas, taro, 
and yams demand little more than 
planting. Pigs and chickens arc- 
raised, but reserved for banquet' 
and festive occasions. 

Fishing Is Not Work. 
"Although reluctant to toil in 
towns and country, Samoans will 
paddle canoes all day while sea- 
fishing. The women, too, enjoy col- 
lecting clams and catching shellfish. 
Often the men spend a whole day 
spearing fish along the reefs. 

"Equally enthusiastic are both 
men and women about song and 
dance. Robert Louis Stevenson de- 
scribed their steps as vulgar and un- 
attractive, but the dancing is never 
indecent before foreigners. 

"With no factories in American 
Samoa, the chief product and only 
export, copra, is prepared by the 
primitive but satisfactory method 
of spreading the coconut meat on 
mats in the sun to dry. Women's 
hands weave these mats with sword- 
like leaves from the pandanus plant. 
"From Samoa's solitude to New 
Zealand's gateway and greatest city 
is approximately 1,800 miles on the 
proposed air route. ; Auckland is 
the grand entrance to a veritable 
treasure house of natural phenome- 
na — spouting geysers, smoking 
mountains, and boiling springs of 
therapeutic value. Forest-clad hills, 
rich in timber trees and bush scen- 
ery, fringe the city's boundaries. 
And Auckland is the natural outlet 
for one of the most productive coun- 
tries in the world. On the trade 
route of the Panama canal, it is a 
busy seaport" with an excellent har- 
bor. 

"In 1837 the site of Auckland was 
but a fern-clad gully. Two years 
later Captain Hobson arrived, and 
in 1840, as governor, raised the 
British flag over the settlement of 
Auckland. Here was New Zealand's 
scat of government until Welling- 
ton became capital in 1864. More 
concerned with commerce than pol- 
itics, Auckland now engages in nu- 
merous industries— shipbuilding, su- 
gar-refining, fruit-canning, timber- 
converting, and the manufacture of 
ammunition, sashes and doors, 
rope, twine, pottery, brick, tile, var- 
nish and boots."

Mechanized War Called 

Failure in the Orient 

Ann Arbor, Mich.— Colonel Henry s 
W. Miller, chief of American heavy . 
artillery during the World war, finds 
proof in the Chinese and Spanish 
wars of his contention that bombers 
and tanks and other high-priced in- 
struments of modern warfare are 
largely a waste of money. 

Miller now is head of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan department of me- 
chanical and engineering drawing 
and is considered an authority on 
artillery. 

War in China and Spain has dem- 
onstrated, he believes, that the com- 
mon soldier with his rifle' and "ma- 
chine gun still is the determining 
factor in winning battles. 

He points to China's surprising 
stand against Japan as proof that 
.giant bombing planes, spectacular 
flame-throwers, motorized cavalry . 
and artillery are useless against an 
entrenched force of infantry. 

"You may lay down a barrage of * 
heavy artillery until it seems no 
living thing could survive," Millei 
said, "yet the enemy will appear in 
force from the ground to meet your 
infantry advance. 

"Bombing ground troops from the 
air is more costly, and even less 
effective. Bombers should be used 
only against cities, factories, rail 
centers, munition depots and con- 
centration camps.*'
